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QUOTATIONS FROM LINCOLN, SUMNER AND 
OTHER AMERICAN STATESMEN WHO 
FAVORED WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE 


The struggle in this state to 
enfranchise women is backed by 
every principle of right and justice. 
Freedom is a natural or God given 
right and carries with it the right 
of every individual to enjoy every 
privilege enjoyed by every other 
member of the community of which 
he or she is a part. In a free com¬ 
munity. no individual is free who 
is denied the commonest right 
enjoyed by other members of that 
community. The ballot is the 
weapon by which individuals and 
communities can maintain their 
freedom, and no person is free, 
in a free community, who is denied 
the exercise of the franchise The 
freedom of no community is secure 
that grants privilege to one class 
that are denied, to others. Mr. 
Lincoln put it strongly when he 
said: “No man is good enough to 
govern another man without that 
man's consent.” 

In deciding which way they are 
to vote on the suffarge amendment 
Negro voters should keep ever in 
mind that every man who lab¬ 
ored and suffered to secure the 
freedom of our race from slavery, 
was a staunch believer and advo¬ 
cates of woman’s suffrage. 

If those great men had not been 
in favor of absolute freedom for 
all, black as well as white, women 
as well as men, they could never 
have secured our freedom. And 
if the American Negro hopes to 
secure the full enjoyment of his 
rights as an American citizen, he 
will have to be willing to grant them 
to every man and woman in this 
country. If he is not willing that 
woman share equally with men 
equal rights, millions will rise up 
to abridge his rights. A man is 


entitled to no more legal rights, 
than he is walling for his neighbor 
to share. 

Tt is remarkable how magnani¬ 
mous some men kecome when 
asked to vote to give women equal 
rights. 0, no, they just don’t 
want to increase women’s burdens. 
The slave holders didn’t want to 
increase the burdens of their slaves 
by forcing freedom upon them. 
King George the Third didn’t want 
to increase the burdens of the 
thirteen colonies by giving them 
representation in the English Par- 
liment. Certain special interests 
in this country are very anxious 
to relieve the people of the burden 
of governing themselves. These 
same interests are against woman’s 
suffrage in the north and are against 
Negro suffrage in the South. 

But let the Negro voters read 
and ponder well what the great men 
whose agitation and labor secured 
the liberation of the Negros from 
bondage had to say about Woman’s 
suffrage. 

Mr. Lincoln said: “I go for 
all sharing the privileges of the 
government who assist in bearing 
its burdens, by no means exclud¬ 
ing women.” 

Charles Sumner said: “In the 
progress of civilization woman suf¬ 
frage is sure to come.” 

“Justice is on the side of Woman 
Suffrage.” said William H. Seward. 

John Qunicy Adams said: “The 
correct principle is, that women are 
not only justified, but exhibit the 
most exalted virtue, when they 
enter on the concerns of their 
country, of humanity and of their 
God.” 


Let it be remembered that for 
every. Christian man who has a 
voice in making and enforcing laws 
there are at least two Christian 
women who have no voice at all. 
Hence, under such circumstances 
as now exist, this militant army 
must ever be powerless to win 
those legislative battles which, more 
than any others, affect'the happi¬ 
ness of aggregate humanity.”— 
Francis. E. Willard. 

The above quotations are the 
mature conclusions of statesmen 
touching the right of women to 
vote. Mr. Lincoln’s views on all 
questions relating to human rights 
will be respected and his advice 
followed by men everywhere and, 
in all communities, by men who 
would rather suffer a ‘wrong than 
inflict injury upon others. 

Judge H. C. Dillon of this city 
says: “No class is a safe guardian 
of the interests of any other class. 
Woman needs a vote in order to 
adequately protect and advance 
her own interests.” 

Colored voter—cut out the above 
and paste it in your hat for future 
reference. 

Listen to President Taft: “I 
believe that woman suffrage will 
come. There is one fundamental 
principle that applies to the whole 
thing. Under a representative 
form of government the interests 
of any particular set of people 
are more likely to be advanced 
when represented by one of them¬ 
selves than by one of another class r 
no matter how altruistic .” 
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Mr. Reader, the above appeal 
is made to you, supposing . you 
to be an American citizen 
swayed by reason rather than pre¬ 
judice, by a desire to promote the 
cause of justice rather than injustice 
that you are willing to give equal 
rights to others, if for no nobler 
reason than that you may secure 
them for yourself. Follow^ the 
advice of Lincoln, Sumner, Phillips, 
Garrison and Douglas and vote 
for the Woman's Suffrage Amend¬ 
ment on October 10th. If the 
Negroes who have the ballot, will 
use it to free the enslaved women 
of the country, God will raise up 
voters who will vote to make the 
Negro secure in all of his rights. 


PRESIDENT TAFT NOT TO JIM 
CROW THE NEGROES WITH A 
SPECIAL MESSAGE. 


The attempt of a small bunch 
of self seeking Negro politicians 
to use President Taft to promote 
Jim crowism has been practically 
smashed. The Liberator’s expose 
of the dastardly plot aroused a 
storm of indignation in every quar¬ 
ter and the almost unanimous 
agreement is to show their dis¬ 
approval by staying away from 
the Jim crow meeting in a body. 

Certain leaders of the Afro- 
American Council went to the 
President’s friends with the plea 
that the Negroes of this city had 
requested them to arrange to have 
President Taft deliver a “ special” 
address to the Negroes. Believing 
that these leaders of the Afro- 
American Council had come as 
representatives for the Negro popu¬ 
lation of Los Angeles, they agreed 
to put forth their efforts to have 
President Taft address a meeting 
which as you all know would 
mean Jim crowism. The surprise 
of the gentlemen can be imagined 
when they learned that the Negroes 
had made no such request and 
that the whole thing was a scheme 
of the .self-seeking leaders of a 
small political organization repre¬ 
senting less than ten per cent, 
of the Negroes of the city. 


If these leaders had acted sin¬ 
cerely and made their plea in the 
name of their organization,-neither 
The Liberator nor anyone else 
would have interfered, as the people 
have long since ceased to give that 
organization—the Afro-American 
Council—such consideration. 

It is believed that President 
Taft will not knowingly allow himself 
to be used to further any selfish 
schemes. The President’s friends 
are in possession of sufficient in¬ 
formation in this connection to 
prevent him from delivering a 
special address in a community 
where all have the same opportunity 
of hearing him at any of his public 
addresses. The Negroes of this 
country have had enough of special 
messages,” “special legislation” and 
“special” places where he can and 
can not be appointed to office and 
also of Jim crowism enforcement 
of the laws. 

In this city and state the Negroes 
are a part of the citizenry and as 
such are educating their children, 
buying homes and saving money. 
The attempt of a few thoughtless, 
small, self-seeking Negroes to 
disturb these conditions by giving 
the Negro’s color unnecessary and 
undue prominence thus setting them 
aside as a class needing special 
favors will be ignominouslv frowned 
down. 

The Negroes want to hear Presi¬ 
dent Taft and are going to hear 
him but not in a Jim crow way. 
The inference that the Negroes 
have not been treated fairly in 
this city on similar occasions in 
the past is an uncalled for slander.

THE REASON GIVEN BY MEN 
FOR OPPOSING WOMEN 
SUFFRAGE EXPLODED. 

The reavson frequently given by 
men for not voting for suffrage ofr 
women, is “that when the women 


go to the polls to vote they will come 
in contact with drunks and elbow 
with the people from the slum dis¬ 
tricts 

The same men are either incap¬ 
able of observing the conditions 
of every day occurrence or else 
they observe and immediately for¬ 
get. 

Women go upon the streets 
each day of the year where there 
are dmnken men; women get on 
the street cars and sit by the side 
of people from the underworld; 
they go to the theaters, restaurants 
and other places where all kinds 
and shades of moral, unmoral and 
immoral classes are represented 
and yet these same men would 
never think of keeping the women 
at home because they meet these 
conditions and the great majority 
of women go on the streets and on the 
street cars, without male escorts 
and with little or no opportunity 
of knowing what drunken, rough, 
vulgar, coarse men and women they 
may have to elbow against before 
getting back into their home. 

Yet to go to the polls in the pre¬ 
cinct where she lives to cast her 
vote, which can be done only upon 
her identity and place of residence 
being made known in common with 
that of other voters—whether a 
drunkard from the underworld dis¬ 
trict, or the sauve, educated, polish¬ 
ed libertine from the mansion of 
our distinguished citizen, and where 
from the time the polls are open 
and until they are closed are men 
capable of and who would take care 
of any man who should be rude or 
insult a woman passerby it seems 
like folly to think that those same 
men would not give that same pro¬ 
tection to a woman when casting 
her ballot.
